In this connection, I have been 
told, the canvassing board at the 
behest of the' state organization 
would rule me off the ballot, if pos- 
sible, I paid no attention to such 
rumors believing in your fairness 
and the fact that you would not 
want- to be a party to what would 
amount to a disfranchisement of 
your own neighbors in Lake county. 

Last Sunday, August 6, at a pub- 
lic gathering in the district, I was 
told by a Republican legislator 
(name on request) that someone in 
your office purporting to speak for 
you stated that my petition when 
filed would not be allowed to stand. 
The same statement was made to 
him by a spokesman in the office 
of the secretary of state. 

I cannot bring myself to believe 
that in advance of the filing of my 
petition the board would have any 
preconceived notion as to its valid- 
ity. I can assure you that the peti- 
tion, when filed, will have been 
examined by competent legal au- 
thorities before so doing. 

I will appreciate it if you will 
inquire who in your office purports 
to speak for you in public state- 
ments which only embarrass all 
concerned.

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Unions Fight Socialism 

Some time ago, the C. I. O. Utility Workers 
Union said that the encroachment of the Federal gov- 1 
ernment into the electric power business was a "big. 
step toward socialism." The A. F. of L. International- 
Brotherhood of Electric Workers took a similar stand.) 

Now the Pennsylvania State Federation of La- 
bor has come out with a strong statement against 
socialization . of the utilities. It pointed out that the 
electric industry has been a powerful influence in 
increasing the number of jobs and the number of 



union members in its state. Then It said: "It is there-' 
fore with deep concern bordering on alarm that we of 
labor view the steady encroachment throughout the, 
country in this field by certain governmental agencies 
which threatens to destroy the private electric power 
industry by unfair competitive methods financed 
wholly with the taxpayers' money . . . We of the^ 
Federation therefore condemn the action of the Fe-. 
deral government in taking over private industry and 
the jobs of our membership by round-about methods 

that hold out empty promises which end only in 
worsened labor terms." 

Here is one issue in which labor and manage- 
ment, regardless of their other differences and dis- 
putes, can stand solidly together. It is true, as some 



labor unions have said, that labor often gets a much 
poorer deal in government-run business than in pri- 
vately-owned business — no one, not even the most 
powerful union, can bargain effectively with the gov- 
ernment. More important still, socialism means the 
end of free labor and free unions, precisely as it means 
the end of free enterprise. If government takes over 
the machines, it must completely control and domi- 
nate the men and women who run them. The unions 
which are fighting socialism are to be commended 

for their position.

'The Soil of Competition" 

In a remarkable article printed in Collier's, 
David Lilienthal, former head of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and, after that, of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, strongly criticized our government's atomic 
policy. "Now, of all times, we need to demonstrate the 
vigor and adaptability of American business and in- 
dustrial management," he said. "Yet we pick this time 
to dump our unique advantages overboard for 100 per 
cent government ownership, 100 per cent government 
financing, and Increasingly centralized and govern- 
mental direction of one of the most technical under- 
takings in our whole history." 

After discussing atomic policy, Mr. Lilienthal 
went on to present more generalized views. He wrote, 
"It takes the ideas of thousands and thousands of dif- 
ferent people, armed with what knowledge and know* 
how has been previously accumlated, to make the kind 
of industrial progress that this country stands for. 
And no Government Commission, however wise and 
well-intentioned, no inner circle of private contractors! 
for government, however well selected and diversi- 
fied, can be counted on to develop these ideas, for 
they only grow well in the soil of competition — com-) 
petition in spirit and in fact. This is the lesson of our. 
whole history." 

Mr. Llienthal is especially well qualflcd to dis- 
cuss this subject. His career in government was 
lengthy, and he held positions of the highest responsi- 
bility. When he speaks of the virtues of competition, 
and of the need for leaning more on private enter- 
prise and less on government monopolies, he speaks 
as an authority. Certainly, this ever-increasing de- 
pendence on the government is one of the most men- 
acing trends of our time. ?
